Their 
entire education has dwelt in the re- 
gion of language, literature, philoso- 
phy _and hiytory. and with limited ex-

one should ask—why has 


modern society got on as well as it 
has, if the great majority of its mem- 
bers_ have had an inadequate "train- 
ing in the use o_f their senses or no 
systematic training of that sort, the 
answer is that some voluntary agen- 
cies and some influences which take 
strong effect on sections of the com- 
munity have been at work to miti- 
gate the evil. Such are, for example, 
athletic sports, travel, the use by city 
people of public parks and gardens, 
the practice of that alert watchful- 
ness which the risks of crowded 
thoroughfares and of the dangerous 
industries compel, and the training 
of the senses which any man who 
practices well a manual trade obtains 
on the way. Many of the household 
arts _also give a good training in the 
careful seeing and handling which 
lead to accurate perception. 
The 


problem is now how to make syste- 
matic secondary education support 
and better these incidental influences 
and how to co-ordinate sense-train- 
ing with accurate reasoning and re- 
tentive memorizing. 


In 
urging the training or the 


senses, the educator must never lose 


aUy within the past ten years, or 
since vocational training has been 
much discussed, multitudes of Ameri- 
cans continue to regard the sense- 
training subjects as fads and super- 
fluities. They say the public elemen- 
tary schools should teach thorough- 
ly 
reading, 
writing, 
spelling 
and 


arithmetic, and let natural science, 
drawing, music, domestic arts and 
crafts and manual training severely 
alone. Let secondary schools teach 
thoroughly English, Latin, American 
history and mathematics, with a dash 
of economics and civics, and cease to 
encumber their programs with bits 
of the new sciences and the new so- 
ciology. This doctrine is dangerous- 
ly conservative, for it would restrict

which within a hundred years have 
revolutionized all the industries of 
the white race, modified profoundly 
all the political and ethical concep- 
tions of the freedom-loving peoples 
and added wonderfully to the produc- 
tive capacity of Europe and America. 


If any one asks how it can be pos- 


sible that these new subjects, all time 
consuming, should be introduced into 
the existing secondary schools of the 
United States, the answer—adequate, 
though not easy to put into practice

and the mathematics should" be some- 
what reduced as regards number of 
assigned periods in the week; sec- 
ondly, that afternoon hours should 
be lengthened, and. thirdly, that the 
long summer vacation should be re- 
duced. It is worse than absurd to 
turn city children into the streets for 
more than two months every sum- 
mer. Since the new subjects all re- 
quire bodily as well as mental exer- 
tion, they can be added to the mem- 
ory subjects without and risk to the 
health of the children, provided that 
the shops, laboratories and exercis- 
ing rooms be kept cool and well ven-

school program. At every stage or 
in every grade they should be suita- 
ble for every pupil, no matter what 
his destination. Flexibility and adap- 
tation to individual needs would still 
be necessary in the programs: first, 
in order to enable the individual pu- 
pil to concentrate on the studies he 
prefers and excels in: and, secondly, 
to enable pupils of different capacity 
to advance at different rates.

Doctor Eliot admits that for this 


great _improvement in the conduct of 
American secondary schools a good 
deal 
of preparedness has already 


boon made. He mentions the new 
schools of mechanic artis, the trade 
schools and particularly such insti- 
tutions as Hampton Institute and the 
Tuskegce Institute, which arc show- 
ing how to learn by actual seeing, 
hearing, touching and doing. He re- 
marks that there has not infrequent- 
ly been much disappointment as to 
the effect on the mental powers of 
the_ pupils of the new courses in sci- 
entific subjects and the new instruc- 
tion in drawing,'< carpentry, forging, 
molding, and so forth, which have 
already been introduced into Ameri- 
can secondary schools. 


Evolution in the College. 


The reason for these disappoint- 


ments, he comments, is the imperfect 
manner in which the new instruction 
has been given. It is indispensable 
to success with the new subjects 
that the pupils should use their own 
eyes, ears and hands and themselves 
describe _ and co-ordinate their own 
observations. 


It is not the secondary schools 


alone which need to be reformed— 
the elementary school needs to set a 
different 
standard 
of 
attainment, 


not lower or 
easier, but. rather, 


higher and harder—a standard in 
which the training of the senses shall 
be an important element. If the new 
secondary schools are to accomplish 
their rational objects, they must rest 
on new elementary schools which

whole, the colleges have already be- 
gun to attend to the training; o'f the 
senses by introducin a considerable 
vanetj* of electric courses in science;

ing thej- received in their schools. 
Moreover, to begin that systematic 
training of the senses at the college 
age is not the most advantageous 
arrangement. 


If the elementary and secondary 


schools served well boys and' girls 
from 6 to 18 years of age. the main, 
reform would in time be accomplish- 
ed.

Movieville is situated in a region 


where the sun shines oi'tener than any- 
where c-lse in .'uiHTjVu and where the 
suiTouuiiiug scenery is more varied 
and beautiful. 
This city, devoted to 


the work of producing picture plays, 
looks out upon mountains on the one 
hand and undulating tracts on the oth- 
er. The latter is partly wooded, part- 
ly cultivated, and a river runs through 
it, connecting several lakes. 


Movleville itself is a very singular 


city, containing a singular population. 
There is every variety of dwelling in 
it from an Indian tepee to a Chinese 
palace, every variety of fortification 
from a Roman oppidum (walled inclo 
sure) to a modern, bastion.

who played the pait of Charlotte was 
considered, a wonder. During her per- 
formances she seemed to be tbe person 
whose part she was enacting. 
The 


play had a very long run, and every 
month during the time It was on the 
boards tbe leading lady, whose stage 
narae was Marguerite Sranley. PUT 
more intensity into her part until her 
audience* were often thrown into a 
cold shiver. 


"Charlotte Corday"* was especially 


adapted, for a picture play, and Movie- 
ville was considered as the best, real- 
ly the only, place to make the photo- 
graphs. 


John Esterbrooke. wbo toot"t£e^parc 


of Marat, though a finished avtor. did 
not produce the impression effected, by 
Miss Stanley. While-she became more 
and more tragic, he seemed to lose 
force. The real reason of iiis apparent 
deterioration was that so real was her 
impersonation of her character that ho 
became afraid -of her. 


There was another matter that iuiixi- 


enced Mr. Esterbrooke. 
He thoughr 


he saw signs that the §irl was in lov? 
with him. "\VhIIe on the scage she play- 
,.ed .Chariotte to bis jlarjit. At other 
times she purred, to him like a kitten. 
He "was fearful -of this emotional com- 
bination, lie was oiot in -love with her 
and could not divest himself of the 
feeling that if he did not respond to 
her preference a time might come 
when, while she was under the power- 
ful emotion induced by her part, sho 
would make or" It a real tragedy. 


Such were the conditions when it was 


decided to produce a moving picture 
play of "Charlotte Corday." 
Miss 


Stanley was on the same train with 
Esterbrooke. 
Another member of the 


company. EsreHe Springer, who was 
suppos-ed to be in love with him. was 
also of. the party. Esterbrooke took A 
seat beside Miss Springer and remain- 
ed there all the way to Movieville. 
During the ride Miss Stanley remain- 
ed in her seat reading a novel, a trav- 
eling cap pulled down over her eyes. 
~WTjen the journey was completed she 
left the ear with the others smilingly. 
and if jealousy had been excited in her 
none of the party noticed it. 


"Charlotte Corday" was to be a five 


reel play. Often many pictures were 
taken of a single scene before the de- 
sired effect was produced on the fiims. 
This was wearing on the performers, 
especiaiiv on Miss Stanley, whose emo- 
tional part required so much intensity, 
and every time a picture was made 
that intensity must be excited. This 
naturally called for periods of rest. 
They were usually passed in automo- 
bile rides over the beautiful country. 


By this time si rivalry appeared to 


have sprung up between the two as- 
pirants for Mr. jSsierbrooke's favor.

Within this effective scene was a 


more minute one — the group about 
Marat, vdth Charlotte Corday at a 
neighboring table. Both the face of 
Marat and that of Charlotte were a 
study, the former unconscious that the 
girl he admired was to kill him. the 
efforts of Mme. Du Four to hold his 
attention, which kept wandering away 
to Charlotte: the latter aware of her 
advantage in his admiration, trusting 
to it to give her access to his 
when ready ro sirilre the fatal blow. 


The author of "Charlotte Corday." 


the picture play, introduced one scene 
that rendered ai! this thrilling. Aruiu 
the gayety about the tables, reckless 
men and brazen, women talking, loung- 
ing. drinking. 2Jarat and Charlotte the 
central figures there is a commotion 
about tiie guillotine. A beautiful wom- 
an Is strapped to it, the ax falls, and 
by one of those quick transitions com- 
mon In moving pictures her head ap 
pears to roll into the basket, 


Such is an imperfect word descrip- 


tion of one of the most notable scene? 
ever attempted to be placed on the 
screen. The company chosen to enact 
it before the camera were gathered and 
taking their positions. Marat was be 
ing posed: Charlotte was seating her- 
self; men and women were arranging 
themselves in groups. Then, when ail 
was ready, the signal was given and 
the company, consisting of hundreds of 
persons, was under fire of the camera. 


The pantomime had continued for 


some time "when the photographic di- 
rector called a halt. Going to Marat- 
he led htm apart from the others and 
whispered something In his ear. While 
he was doing so Marat cast a fright- 
ened glance at Charlotte- The man- 
ager went back to his position of ob- 
servation, and the photographing re- 
commenced. The chat the laugh, tbe 
the conviviality went on, each actor or 
actress intent on Ms or her part, for 
in a picture play everything counts: 
there is no deadwood. 


When the scene of the execution 


came the only attention paid to it, ex- 
cept on the part of Charlotte, was that 
a number of persons raised their 
glasses, and the pantomime indicated 
that they were drinking to one more 
aristocrat put out of the way. As for 
Charlotte, a close observer would have 
Been a deep purpose in her eye. As 
the head of the guillotine's victim fell 
into the basket she rose, ran like a 
flash to the table occupied by Marac. 
at the same time drawing a dagger 
from underneath the kerchief crossing 
her breast and plunged it into his heart 


Art indescribable confusion, followed, 


The buzzing of the machinery moving 
the film ceased- 
Every one ran to 


ilarat, the men standing, the womer. 
screaming, for all knew that this was 
not the assassination scene, and it was 
believed that he had been really 
struck down.

LONDON'S BRIDGES. 


Th» First of These Historic Structurw. 


Named a Juvenile Gam«. 


CMn you remember when you \ve.n>< 


a llttk- tyke;ii)(l jilnyed "London brldjw 
Is fulling <lo\vn" diiri!)^ reeoss or a** 
children'* parties when tho fjlrls were- 
not too imiel) ilm^cd up? The fjtuuo 
always ended with :'. vigorous pull o?

dust. 
Did you know that that child- 


ish ;r:imc was one of the genuine an- 
tique:; aiiti that it could trace its origin 
to a rc:i! historic fad ? Tho first bridge 
over Hie Thames, at the headwaters of 
navigation, about half a mile above the 
Tower. w::s ^o old that the story of its 
construction is lost, in a maze of myths. 
Its fall, however, is a matter of record. 
It happened on tho Kith of November. 
1019. and it v/aa the result of the most 
devastating btorm and the most terriiii- 
and sndtieu Hood that London had uvc-r 
seen. 


That first bridge was entirely of 


wood. It was not rebuilt for almost a 
century, and the second bridge con- 
sisted of stone arches, resting on deep- 
piling. It was forty feet -wide and al- 
most a thousand feet long. 
Houses 


were built along the bridge, also rest- 
ing on piling, until the bridge looked 
like a city street. 
These buildings- 


were swept a"way by fire in 1GGG. 
IK. 


the middle of tbe bridge was a draw, 
with a tower, on which were exhibited 
the heads of Englishmen who were ex- 
ecuted for treason against the kings of 
England. Tbe present London bridge 
was begun in 1S24. a little way above 
the old one. and it is of such massive- 
construction that there is little danger 
of its ever "falling down."—St Louis- 
Globe-Democrat-

They are mostly 


of Indian origin, compounded 
from 


roots, herbs or other ingredients, pro 
duced only In the country where he 
lives. These find a ready sale amonu 
all classes. 


Superstitious ideas are prevalent, 


and these are frequently taken advan 
tage of by the unscrupulous. One phar 
macist made a fortune selling Indians, 
half castes, and whiles, for that mat- 
ter, 
too. "pink love powders" and 


"white love powders." The white love 
powder was pulverized sugar, while 
the pink love powder was made of the 
same material colored.
